FOOD PROBLEMS 


What can the library do to enlist the help of the children in food con- 
servation? This question comes from all over the country. It seems 
impossible to make a program which can be used generally and there is a 
question whether it is wise or helpful to attempt so-called “conservation 
story hours.” The story hour in the library is planned to teach children 
to read and to train their taste for reading. 


Conservation is not a story. If we must discontinue the story hour 
during the war because the time is needed for other work, let us do so, 
but let us not pretend to the children and to ourselves that we are giving 
a story hour when we are giving conservation talks. 


Every good school is making the needs today the basis of its work, 
which brings us to a remarkably interesting and suggestive book just off 
the press—Food problems, by A. N. Farmer and Janet R. Huntington, 
published by Ginn & Company for twenty cents. The authors and the 


publishers feel that this is war work so the price covers merely the cost 
of production. 


At first glance it seems a sort of war arithmetic, making figures work 
out the war needs and work. A good idea but where does it lead? Read 
the preface, “A campaign of education, The school’s opportunity, Motiva- 
tion that is genuine, Correlation, Character and thrift, School and home.” 
Now read the letter to the boys and girls in our schools, “This book is 
made to show you one way to help win the war. The people in Washing- 
ton who are trying to lead the United States to victory and peace are 
using arithmetic every minute. They are finding out how much fuel, how 
much food, how many guns we have in this country. They are calculating 
how long it will take to produce larger supplies or how best the supplies 
we have may be consumed. They are fighting the war by arithmetic. 
You can do the same thing. Through your solution of these problems 
you can learn the bigness of this war and the way in which you can help 
to witt it...” 

Well enough, yes, but what of it? 


Now read carefully the suggestions to teachers, “The real meaning of 
these problems, Children are soldiers, Stimulate curiosity,” (work for the 
librarian?) “Correlate with other subjects,” (work for the librarian?) 
“Encouraging pupils to illustrate problems” (more work for the librarian?) 
“Let the children do the work,’ “Direct methods,” “Parent codperation.” 


Now start to work out the problems for yourselves. Spend about two 
hours going over the various chapters and detailing the resources of the 
library which will assist, giving information and suggestions. By the time 
you have finished you will have increased your own realization of the 


problem itself and you will know what your library has and what it lacks. 
What of it? 


Is not the school the place to teach the children what they can do and 
is not the library in this case doing its best work if it simply follows the 


schools with illustrative material of every sort, with a place for special 
lectures, club meetings and exhibits? 


The best exhibit we have seen is a poster show made of posters prepared 
by children from the primary grades to the high school, where the work 
for the past year has followed the war and war work. The exhibit is held 
in the library. Perhaps in your community the school is not doing all it 
could? Maybe your best war work would be to enthuse one teacher who 
might arouse the others. 

Read “Food problems” and work them. “We bid you good thrift.”
